Minor Informality Noted 

In the claims 

In claim 6: line 2, "include" should be - includes - to be consistent with line 2 of claim 5. 
In claim 13: line 3, "lens" should be - lenses ~. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ichikawa et al. 

Regarding claims 1 , 2, and 4, Ichikawa et al patent teaches an image display 
device comprising a main body (5) that can be worn on the head of a user; and display 
means (11-14) for displaying a predetermined image (column 8, lines 25-36), said 
display means being provided on the main body in such a manner that it is not very 
clearly visible for said user when said user wearing said main body on his or her head 
looks straight ahead (line connecting the ear to the eye of the user in Fig. 1), and that it 
becomes clearly visible for said user when said user moves his or her eye down at an 
angle equal to or larger than 20 degrees (see illustration in Fig. 1 with the connecting 
line defined above included); said image display device offers good visibility for said 
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user when said user wearing said main body on his or her head looks straight ahead 
(the display device is not on the connecting line defined above). 

Regarding claim 3, the approximate value of angle of 45 degrees recited can 
be seen from the illustration in Fig. 1 with the connecting line defined above included. 

Regarding claims 6-9, reference should be made to Fig. 34 and the 
accompanying texts, in which the right-eye display means can comprise elements 731- 
734, 737 and A R ; and the left-eye display means can comprise elements 731-733, 735, 
736, 738 and A L . The remaining characteristics are similar to the ones pointed out 
above. Therefore, detailed explanation thereof is omitted here. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 5 and 10-13 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
